Why the Colmy Commissioners do mot
Pay a Bounty on Fox Scalps.

A CASE OF BUNGLING LEGISLATION,

Legisiature made two Lfforts to Eanct a Law
that would Secure a Bounty for Killing
Foxes, and Didn't get it Worded Right.

Because of the presentation at
intervals of certificates to the

County Commissioners for boun:
ties on foxes killed, and demand
muade for payment of thesame,and
notwithstanding the decision of
Judge Swope a few years ago
that the county is not liable for
any bounty on foxes, we publish
below for the information of ev-
erybody, the opinion of the cours
in the case of Danel Hamil, use
of Theo. Sipes, treasurer of Ful-
ton county, verses The County of
I"ulton, in No. 6 June term 1800,
The facts of the case submitted to
the court were briefly that Daniel
Hamilkilledagray foxinTod town-
ship, Fulton county,and produced
the pelt before Daniel Fore, & jus-
t ce of the peace, made oath that
he had killed theanimaland receiv-
ed from the justice a certificate
which was presented to the coun-
ty commissioners properly en.
dorsed and a draft demanded 1n
payment thereof which the com-
missiopers refused. The certiti-
cate was then lifted by the coun-
ty treasurer and the case pres
unted to the court.

The opinion was filed June 12,
1900, and 18 as follows:—

“This case stated involves the
constitutionality of the Act of july
9, 1897, P. L. 283 with 1ts amend
ment of April 11, 1899, P. L. 48,
allowing premiums for the de-
struction of wild cats, foxes, and
minks in this commonwealth.

The actof July 9, 1807, is en-
titled "*An act for tha destruction
of wild cats, foxes and minks 1n
this commonwealth, and provid-
ing for the payment of bounties
on the same, officers fees and fix-
ing a penalty for violation o the
sune,

The most important feature of
this proposed legislation is that
liability for the bounty and fees,
Who is to pay thesame? The
state, county, or districtof the
county in which the animals are
killed? The title of the act gives
no notice of this 1n any way.

The body of the act provides
for thewr payment by the county
treasurer on an order given by the
county commissioners, upon pro-
duction of acertificate of a magis-
trate, showing a compliance with
the provisions of the act.

We are of opinion that this aot
offends against Article 8. Bec. 8,
of our state constitution, because

"its subject is not clearly express:
ed in its title, and that it 18 there-
fore unconstitutional.

This defect in the title of the
act of 1807, was sought to be rem-
edied by the act of April 11, 1809,
P, L. 43, by merely ameuding the
title.

But the sct of 1897 was void
and dead, by reason of its infringe
ment on the constitution, and
could not be resurrected in that
way.

The effort so to do but resulted
in an additional constitutional in-
fringement by offending sgainst
Article 8. bec. 6, of our state con-
stitution which provides, *‘No law
shall be revived, amended, or the
provisions thereof extended or
conferred by reference to its
itle oaly, but so much thereof as
18 revived, amended, extended
or conferred, shall be reenacted
and published at length." This
same view was held by Judge
Purdy in Tuple ve. Wayne coun-
vy, 28 Q. U, R. 861,
